THE FUTURE OF THE JEW, 

Sik,—lo Mr. Zangwill’s eloquent and fascinating article in Tuesday's 
Daily Mail on *' The Fature of the Jew,’’ there are several points which 
seem to me to !)3 somewhat subversive to his subject, and are hardly in 
accord with Jewish feeling. 

The writer states that the Jew tends ‘' towards the acceptance of Christ 
in the apostolic chair of Hebrew prophets.’’ Whilst ideals of life and con- 
duct are always commenda)le, no matter whence their source, it must follow 
that the ethical terchings of Christianity, when not controverting Jewish 
ones, may prove to be moral supports for the individual and society. But 
| hardly suppose that the ardent Z:onists to whom Mr. Zangwill appeals, 
or for the matter of that, those indifferent to the new Zionism would ever 
for a moment associate the founder of Christianity with the category of the 
Hebrew divine prophets. I am afraid Mr. Zangwill, in his over-zeal for the 
cause he so eloquently advocates, has overstepped the mark, or else, in his 
fervour to impress, an unstable and unwise deduction has escaped bis 
prolific pen. 

The following remark with reference to our religion, hardly in keeping 
with the general tone of the article, strikes me as being incongruous and 
inchoate. ‘‘lt cannot fail to be vitally modified under the influence of 
modern thought and freer life conditions.’’ Of course, the popular spread 
of the works of such writers as Huxley, Laing, Spencer, Darwin, Nordau, 
and others, may have dwindled the attendance at churches and synagogues 
and have weakened the hold of religious rites and observances, but it is 
questionable whether modern thought, or scientific truths can ever vitally 
modify a creed, the perennial strength and rooted vigour of which, so ably 
discussed in Mr. Zangwill’s article, has to-day lifted Zionism from a dream 
into a practical possibility. The flax and change of ideas, the growth of 
inquiry, must modify or destroy meaningless ceremonies or purposeless 
forms, but the spirit of Judaism will ever, | imagine, resist the vital modi- 
fication of Mr. Zangwill's imagination.

think that theolatry gains immensely by its association with religion . ani 
they dread any discrimination between them. They implicitly confers their 
dependence on this confusion of thought, ard have not sufficient fai‘) in 
their own supernaturalism to let it be jadged apart from misconceptions. 

Uafortunately, even philosophers have purchased sufferance for their 
writings by abetting this confusion. In John Stuart Mill's essay on ‘' The 
Utility of Religion,’’ he says that ** the essence of religion is the strong and 
earnest direction of the emotions and desires towards an ideal object, 
recognised as of the highest excellence, and as rightfully paramount over 
all selfish objects of desire.’’ This is true enough ; but is it the usefulness 
of religion as thus defined which is the subject of Mill’s essay? In the 
main it is not. In his title, andin a great part of his argument, he uses 
the term in the sense of ‘‘ supernatural religion.'’ The essay is really a con- 
sideration of the value of theolatry. 

In Mill the equivocation is very slight. If we want to find it in its 
most elaborate form, we must go to the wihtings of another * admirable 
Jew ''—perhaps the most admirable of all time—Baruch Spinoza. |; 
** Echic,’’ Part iv., Prop. xxxvii., Scholiam I, he says :—‘* Everyth

of God, or in sofar as we know God, I refer to Religion.”’ But wh. eg 
he mean by ‘‘God’’? Inthe preface to this Part LV., he speaks of rat 
eternal and infinite Being whom we call God or Nature.’’ God, there/ore, 
is identified with Nature, and means nothing else in Spinoza’s philoso:h cal 
writings. At the very commencement of the ‘ Ethic,’”’ in his sixth 


definition, he makes this clear:—'‘' By God, I understand Being absolutely 
infinite, that is to say, substance consisting of inflaite attributes, each one 
of which expresses eternal and infinite essence.’’ When, therefore, he cocs 
on to assert (Propositions xiv. and xv.), that ‘‘ besides God, no substince 
can be nor can be conceived,’ and that ‘*‘ whatever is, is in (od, and 
nothing can either be or be conceived without God,”’ he really means that 
nothing can exist or be conceived outside of Nature. This isa total denial 
of the supernatural. 

And still this man has }baen dubbed God-intoxicated.’’ His profuse 
use of the word ‘**God,’’ and his profoundly religious temperament and 
life, blinded persons to the actual tenour of his philosophy. It never 
crossed their minds that this Israelite of devout, philosophic, and spotiess 
life was an Atheist! Verbally he was an ardent theolater. Verba!!y he 
believed, not only in God, but also in God's Son. ‘' The understandin¢ is 
also a Son, a Work of God, or an immediate creation by Him.’’ Put into 
plain language, all that this signifies is that the understanding is a natural 
product. Batl have no doubt that many a good Christian saw in ‘hese 
words a confession of the divinity of Jesus. Spinoza was evidently pre 
pared to give an intolerant and persecuting generation all that it wan'ed— 
in verbal seeming. Never did the statement of Hobbes, that words ar» the 
counters of fools, receive more ample verification. 

How long is this sort of thing to goon’ When will men be toleran' and 
truthful? Veracity is a condition of any moral advance; for, witho: it, 
we have no guarantee of the reality of that advance—we have no guari:t¢e 
that we are not being paid with mere words. And still the men wh. are 
supposed to be the teachers of morals, the men who occupy our pulpits, «re 
the greatest sinners in this respect. Theology is the great schow! of 
prevarication.

Sirn,—I have read Mr. Goldberg's letter in your last issue, and I am 
much surprised at his remark that the recent Zionist Congress was a 
disappointment. Can a Zionist be sorry to bear that Russia will support 
our representative before the Sultan or that Great Britain is so generous 
towards us, and that at last we have proved to the world that Zionism is a 
power and not a dream. Tne Hon. Secretary of the Dorshei Zion in Limerick 
asks: ** What right had our leaders to place Africa on their programme ?’’ 
As a Z onist I also ask what right had our leaders not to bring forward 
i agland’s offer before the Congress? It would have been wrong to decide 
at the last Congress that the colonisation of Kast Africa should be com- 
menced at once, but our delegates certainly had no right to object to the 
formation of a commission which will present the result of its investigation 
to the next Congress, where proper considcration can be given to ¢he 
whole scheme. Mr. Goldberg thinks that by forming the commission we 
are departing from the Basle programme, and he is even ashamed to 
collect for the Share-club. If instead of rushing into print with protests, 
he had carefully read the report of the Congress, he would have seen 
that no money will be taken for the commission from the Colonial Bank, 
the National Fund or Shekolim, and that the Zionists are not departing 
from the original programne. He exclaims * let us Zionists work like one 
man for Palestine!’’

Against whose invasion is l:ogland bent on strengthening her 
Indian Empire’? If neither part of the Russian national body is ambitious 
for a’ certain idea, who is it that made that little half-barbarie Asiatic 
Principality of Ruric the mightiest Empire on earth? Who put her io 
possession of one-fifth of the whole globe? It is the heterogeneous combioa- 
tion of a drunken peasantry, thieving army, corrupted bureaucracy, money- 
making middle class and lazy nobility called Russia. 

If Mr. Finn's anatomy held good for the whole of mankind there 
would be no wars, no national upheavals, no progress, there would be 
nothing but laziness and stagnation. Ancient Rome, composed of a prole- 
tariat, whose sole ambition was bread and circuses, and an upper class who 
revelled ia idleness and luxury, would never have reached that height of 
glory which she did. Modern Italy would never have freed hersalf from the 
Papal yoke; Germany would never have been consolidated; and if the 
personal convenience and individual interests of forty millions of English- 
men had been consulted before the Boer War, that war would never 
have taken place. Nay, our very nation would never have existed, seeing 
that the great majority of our ancestors preferred the **stchi'’ and vodka 
of Egypt to a promised land in a faraway country. Mr. Finn has yet to 
learn, that apart from the selfish interest of each ego, there is some- 
thing incomprehensible, something binding so many egos together called— 
nationhood. 

Mr. Yinn, through his friend, lays down the maxim that ‘‘ everything has 
its price.’’ lama bit of a cynic myself, and very often I feel the pangs of 
misanthropy shooting through my system, yet humanity never fell so low in 
my estimation as to say everything has its price. If everything has its 
price, what areal! those praises we sing, and the respect we pay to modesty, 
virtue, chastity of women, and purity of family life? There is an instruc- 
tive inborn feeling in every man and women called duty, the greater the 
responsibility, the higher the duty, the less it is for sale, and as every 
succeeding Tsar takes upon himself the duty to preserve intact the Empire 
inherited by him from his father, no price on earth will buy a Russian Em- 
peror’s duty. The very fact of the Saltan’s refusal to part with Palestine shows 
that even that despotic, irresponsible ruler, has some notion of a daty to 
his ancestors, from whom he inherited that Empire.

Edward Lewis Raphael, of Connaught Place, who died on August 15th, aged 
seventy-three, and the gross value of the whole of his estate is £1,127,723. 
The executors of his will, which bears date July 6th, 1899, are his 
son, Mr. Louis Edward Raphael, barrister; his son-in-law, Mr. Frederick 
David Sassoon, of Knightsbridge; and his nephews, Mr. William George 
Raphael and Mr. Ernest George Raphael, of Throgmorton Street, 
foreign bankers; to the two last-named of whom be bequeathed, 
for the executorship, £2,000 each; to his nephew, Mr. Walter John 
Raphael, as’ trustee of his daughter's marriage settlement, £1,000; 
to each other nephew and each niece, £250; and to his son-in-law, 
Mr. Sassoon, £5,000. By a codicil to his will the testator bequeathed to 
his butler, Sidney Williams, £300, and to his other servants of three years’ 
service each one year’s wages. He left £5,000 to the executors in trust for 
such societies, institutions, or charities as he should indicate by any list 
attached to his will, and if there should be no such list, then 
for such societies, institutions or charities as they may determine. 
Mr. Raphael devised all of his real estate to his son. He bequeathed to him 
his house in Connaught Place and its furniture, and the residue of his 
property, subject to the payment by him of a sum of £350,000, or a sum 
equal to one-third of the capital value of his estate, in trust for the testator's 
daughter Jeannette, or Jennie, Sassoon during her life, with power to her 
to appoint, not exceeding one-half of the income, to her husband, if he

Uader the auspices of the English Zionist ederation a crowded meeting 
was held last Saturday evening at the Great Assembly Hall, Mile kad Road, 
for the purpose of welcoming back the delegates to the Zionist Congress, 
and of receiving their report. 

Mr. Joseru Cowen oceupied the Chair, and the proceedings were 
throughout of a most enthusiastic character. 

The delegates, on stepping upon the platform, were accorded a very hearty 
reception. | 

The CHAIRMAN announced that a telegram had been received from Sir 
Francis Montefiore, regretting extremely that absence from town would 
prevent him from attending. 


The CHAIRMAN, after extending to the delegates the Jewish greeting of 
Shalom Alechem, said that he thought, and he hoped that the meeting 
would also think, that they had brought back, if not the fall peace, at any 
rate some peace to Jews, to England, and to the world. (Loud cheers.) 
And in the first place he should like to thank, from the bottom of his heart, 
the Eoglish press for the very noble manner in which they had as a whole 
accepted and listened to the proposition that had been made by the British 
Government to Dr. Herzl. (Loud applause.) An offer of a tract of land 
in East Africa, under conditions? which Zionists considered to be essential, 
was made by the British Government to Dr. Herzl. Dr. Herzl 
did not seek British East Africa, the offer was made to him by the British 
Government, and what ought Dr. Herz! todo’? Could Dr. Herzl accept that 
offer? He thought they would agree with him in saying he had no authority 
to accept it. Could Dr. Herzl reject that offer? He thought they 
would agree with him in saying that Dr. Herz! did the only thing he 
could do when he laid the matter before the Congress and allowed the 
Congress to decide. (Loud cheers.) What then was the position 
of the Congress? The Congress was not aware before it met at Basle of 
the offer. What could the Congress do? Could the Congress accept it? 
Decidedly not. Could the Congress reject it? [jually no. The only 
thing it could do was to appoint a Commission to investigate and study the 
question, and to report to a fature Congress before any definite action 
could be taken. (Loud applause.) He wanted as strongly as he could to 
deprecate the use of strong language in regard to the question. They 
were aware of the old phrase of *‘ dumping down aliens’’ into this country, 
and he regretted to say a reference bad now been made to aliens in worse 
and unjustified terms. The reference was made in an interview 
with Lord Hindlip when he spoke of ‘ letting loose " a band of 
** undesirable aliens.’’ He-did not think that was the manner in whicha 
question of the kind should beapproached. He had read that evening that 
His Majesty's Sub-Commissioner at Nairobi had issued a notice to the effect 
that from the beginning of October natives would not bea permitted to 
enter the town unless they were decently clothed. He did not know, but 
his impression was that they themselves were not likely to bring any dis- 
agreeable habits of life into a place where the Commissioner had to issue 
such a notice as that, and if it came to disagreeable habits there were 
other disagreeable habits of life—habits of thought-and he would suggest 
to the gentlemen who were talking of the disagreeable habits of the Jews 
that there was one that no ** undesirable ’’ had ever yet parmitted himself, 
he had never been ready to cast aspersions upon his own people; and he 
would also commend very heartily to those gentlemen who rushed into 
print, that they should, before being so ready to condemn the alien cause, 
remember what a weapon, unconsciously perhaps, they might be placing in 
the hands of their enemies. He did not think it had ever |hsen suggested 
that undesirable aliens of the class referred to should be * let loose’’ in Kast 
Africa, and he therefore thought that Lord Hindlip need have no fears on 
that score. They were to hear that evening tlie report of the delegate 
upon the Congress, and that report would be presented to them by one wh 
had all his life endeared himself to the Jewish people. (Loud cheers 
Their friend Zangwill (loud and prolonged applause) was not a dveame.”’

Mr. ZANGWILL’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. 1. ZANGWILL, whose rising was the signal for an outburst of loud 
ic onal which lasted several minutes, then addressed the gathering as 
ollows :— 

On behalf of my brother delegates I have to thank you for your kind 
welcome home, and I have the honour of submitting to you my personal 
impression of the proceedings at the Sixth Zionist Congress and a survey of 
the present situation. Instead of beginning at the beginning, however, I 
will begin at the end. You have already heard that it has been a stormy 
Congress, that Nast Africa has suddenly jumped into the middle of our map. 
You have heard voices crying out that we have changed our programme. 
Yet what is the conclusion of the whole matter? What is the total impres- 
sion that I have carried away from this great Congress’ It is this—that 
never since the days of Bar Cochba, never since eighteen hundred years 
has Palestine stood so near our hopes as it stands to-day. For the road to 
Palestine is not nowadays a military road. We can only get there through 
politics, and Jewish politics were not really created till the Sixth 
Congress, from which we have just returned. It is true that the 
Basle Congress has been in existence a numbar of years, but it was 
hitherto only a preparatory Parliament. It was only the Basle programme. 
All our talking, all our shouting, served only to gather the army together. 
Oar Zionists’ songs were only like playing the Marseillaise to stir it up to 
march, But now for the first time we are on the march,

We have awakened from empty dreaming. We have begun to realise 
the obstacles in our way, and by pushing against them to move our- 
selves forwards.

spiritually p:rt of the Holy Land. Dr. Herzl opened negotiations with th: 
British and Egyptian Governments, both of which were willing that a Jew!s! 
expedition should be sent out to investigate the possibilities of setting 
up a self-governing Jewish colony. Our friend, Mr. Greenberg, journeye« 
twice to Egypt to negotiate the conditions with Lord Cromer. Alas, th« 
report of the expedition was almost hopeless. The Desert of Sinai has po! 
changed since the days when our ancestors wandered init. Indeed, it ba» 
got worse. For where at Pelusium a mouth of the Nile once burst throug! 
green country, there is only a desolation of stone, sand and salt. But the 
state of the Jewish people was even more desolate than the wilderness, and 
Dr. Herzl continued his negotiations, hoping that by the very earnestness 
of our desire and our work a miracle would be wrought, though no mann« 
fell, and that by large schemes of irrigation and careful organisation o! 
colonists, even this wilderness would blossom as the rose. But the 
difficulty of diverting the waters of the Nile for our purposes 
compelled the Egyptian Government to close the negotiations. Hagland 
however, remained our friend, and Mr. Chamberlain was scarcely less 
disappointed than ourselves.

And when he 
generously renewed his offer to Dr. Herzl, our leader felt that thouch he 
had not the right to accept it, still less had he the right to refuse it without 
taving it before the Congress.

Is that a step backward? It is rather a step forward. Palestine 
may remain closed to us for centuries—are we therefore to stand still ? 
Certainly it is a long way round to go by East Africa, but sometimes it 
is the short cut that proves the longest, and the long way that is the 
shortest. A good many Zionists who are against East Africa would quite 
favour Cyprus or Chald:ea, because they are nearer. Dr. Gaster himself, I 
believe, has taken part in colonisation plans for Anatolia and ita neigh- 
bourhood. But nearness is not only geographical, not only in space; near- 
ness is also moral. A man in London with a ten pound note is nearer to 
New York than a man in Chicago without a dollar. Let them both start 
to-morrow morning, and see who gets there first. A flourishing community 
of Jews on a fertile territory of eighteen thousand square miles would 
be nearer to Palestine than all the Zionist societies of the world talking 
all day long. Not that I mean the Jewish East Africans themselves 
must necessarily migrate to Palestine, only their territory would be the 
centre of Jewish political force, and some of their surplus population 
and energy could flow over. In Judaism everything is upside down, and 
whereas among other races it is the mother-land that founds the colony, 
with us 


Tuk COLONY WOULD FOUND THE MOTHER-LAND, 
Kast Africa is not Palestine, but no more is Basle. Why did 
we co to Basle? | am =~surprised that some Zionists did not 
insist that every Congress must be in Jerusalem. East Africa 


would become our Basle. We have prayed for eighteen centuries for 
Palestine, and now that we have decided that we must work for it, why 
are we so impatient, why do we again expect miracles? We have only just 
began our march to Zion. The affairs of nations move not by years but by 
centuries. The Almighty himself took forty yearsto lead our forefathers 
into Paléstine, and even Moshé Rabbenu could only gaze upon the Promised 
Land. Why should you weep because you cannot get there yourselves ? 
Rather be glad that you are preparing the way for your great-grandchildren. 
Remember the noble saying of the Talmud! ‘It is not thy business to 
complete the work, but neither hast thou the right to neglect it."" Oh yes, 
I know that some Zionists are afraid that the offer is only too good, that 
the Jews will crow too comfortable there and will forget Zion. Well, what 
a poor opinion they must have of Zionism! Was not Dr. Herzl comfortable 
enough in Vienna? And did he forget Zion? At the Congress the four

If an Epikouros like myself 
had suggested it, a man, who as | told you at the last meeting, would 
sit with the anti-clerical party in a Jewish Parliament, then you would 
have beenless astonished. At the Congress, had he gone there, Dr. Gaster 
would have found few Rabbis to agree with him. Dr. Joseph Chazanovitch 
has devoted all his life to Palestine, lives and works in Jerusalem in the 
Jewish library, vet he was strongly for the East African Commission. He 
is not a talking Zionist, you see. Another Jewish critic has gone one better 
than Dr. Gaster. Dr. Gaster asserts in his letter to the Jewish press that 
we ought not to preserve a national form of life except in Palestine, Mr. 
Lucien Wolf asserts in his letter to the 7:-s that there is no national form 
of life to preserve. We possess no national customs that require a Jewish 
atmosphere of their own. All that we possess is disagreeable habits acquired 
in lands of persecution. This is an amazing assertion, coming from the 
leading light of the Jewish Historical Society of England. While the Times 
itself sees in the aspirations of Zionism the possibility of uniting large parts 
of our race ‘‘in the pursuit of noble objects, inspiring it with a far-seeing 
policy and meeting persecution with a concerted firmness,’’ Mr. Lucien 
Wolf can only see in our movement a desire to perpetuate a Polish Ghetto. 
If I had the opinion of Mr. Lucien Wolf, that there is no futare for the 
Jewish people except as small groups in each country, whose business it 
is to make themselves indistinguishable from the other inhabitants, then I 
should frankly recommend my people to give up an existence which is 
becoming a greater farce every day—if it be not a greater tragedy. 
How can anyone be blind to the fact that if the Sabbath is indeed 
the corner-stone of Judaism, that stone must cramble away daily 
under the waves of other people's civilisations. The mere fact that 
in Jewish Hast Africa, Saturday would be the legal day of rest, would at 
once give more self-respect to a community to whom the Sabbath is at pre- 
sent a hollow mockery. You cannot be lawyers, doctors, brokers, bankers, 
journalists, if in a world of Sunday Sabbaths you are tied to a Saturday 
Sabbath. 1 will not even pretend to speak as one who desires the Sabbath 
to be kept. I speak as one who desires honesty and unity in life and 
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thought. Mr. Lucien Wolf talks of the disagreeable habits—doubtless , 


bodily habits—which our brethren have acquired in lands of oppression. 
Bat worse than disagreeable habits of body are the disagreeable habits of 
mind acquired by the Jew in centuries of oppression, the cowardly habit 
of blinking facta and the cowardly fear of assertion of national individuality. 
‘The Jew may be recognised by his stooping gait,’’ ran the medieval say- 
ing, and a great French writer adds, ‘‘ In order to regain his complete 
manhood the Jew required no help but liberty."’ For aslave who will not 
go free Moses found the right treatment. His master shall bore his ear 
through with an awl, and he shall serve him for ever. The Jewish people 
must now decide whether to go free or to have its ear bored forever. If we 
cannot say Leshanah Haba'a Be'aretz Deyisror!, we may perhaps at least say 
Leshanah Haba'a Beni Cnorins Mr. Lucien Wolf fears that, deprived of the 
civilising influence of the Whitechapel Christians, the Jewish settlers in 
East Africa would simply perpetuate a Polish Ghetto in their new colony. 
What an extraordinary idea! You take them out of a Ghetto, you give them 
air and space and freedom, and then they are to remain unchanged. This 
would be indeed a miracle. And even if the first generation did produce 
this terrible Ghetto, so inferior to the slums of South London or the 
rookeries of New York,surely the second and third generation would soon show 
a type not inferior to the best Canadians or Australians. East Africa is not 
so cut off from civilisation and its influences as Mr. Wolf imagines 
—were not the results of the Basle Congress cabled out there? 
Mr. Wor, INDEED, Dors Not SHINE AS A PROPHET, 
Only six years ago, in his article on ‘‘ The Queen's Jewry,’’ he declared that 
the troubles of the Anglo-Jewish community were over. The last End 
problem was solved. ‘* [he dangers of ten years ago no longer exist’ are 
his exact words. Nor does he shine as an observer of the present. He has 
not the faintest understanding of the new forces that are developing in 
Jewry, of the muscular Zionists to whose feats | have already referred ; of 
the gallant cavaliers who may be seen urging their flery steeds along our 
Palestine colonies. He does not understand that the new generation 
throughout Russia and lurope is determined to assert its own individuality. 
He knows nothing of the noble educated girls and women who have thrown 
themselves into our movement. He knows nothing of the artistic, literary 
and scientific movements which have sprung up in Zionism; all he sees is 
the Jewry of bis youth, In fact, like the true historian he is, he has eyes 
only for the past. When we are settled in lalestine, nobody will write a 
greater history of our movement than Mr. Lucien Wolf, and I hope he may 
live to write it. But his present vision is Early Victorian, little Israelite, 
and utterly false. This would not matter so much if he had not hastened to 
present his caricature to the world. His letter to the Times has done 
incalculable mischief by giving outsiders the idea that the Jews who would 
emigrate to East Africa would be of that undesirable type denounced by 
the Iiritish Brothers’ League. In fact, no anti-Semitic agitator has given 
a more mischievous account of the Jew than our own historian, whose 
opinion will now for ever be added to the armoury of the anti-Semites. 
Indeed, already we find Sir Harry Johnston, the very man whose opinion on 
East African matters commands most authority, looking through Mr. Wolf's 
spectacles. And in this very day's Times, Lord Hindlip actually compares 
these ‘‘undesirable aliens of Semitic origin’ to the first offenders, 
to the criminals, with whom it was once proposed to colonise Canada, 
While Mr. Lucien Wolf sees in the emigrants only a miserable horde, a

** Whenever I meet one of those melancholy processions of Russo-Jewish 
refugees pressing in search of liberty, | ask myself, whether one of those 
pitiable Jewesses, emaciated by the fatigues of the journey, is not, 
perchance, carrying beneath her heart some future Messiah of art or 
science."’

Mr. Lucien Wolf is 
more imperialist than Mr. Chamberlain. Instead of rejoicing that at last 
somewhere in the world there may be set up a purely Jewish colony, Mr. 
Wolf reminds Mr, Chamberlain of the political dangers England is running 
by creating such a precedent. Why this is the very language used by the 
British politicians who refused to allow the Jews to come into England at 
all.

Do they realise that the 
need now is less a Jewish State than « state of safety for the Jews? Self- 
styled Zionists should not be so concerned to falfil the prophecies in their 
own fashion. ‘*' The day comes, when from all the lands whither they are 
driven, I will bring them, saith the Lord, and they shall dwell in their own 
land,’’ (Jeremiah xxili., 7-8.) But the ‘‘day’’ is not yet; the ‘‘land’”’ 


is not ready for them, and worse, they are not ready 
for the land. Till the ‘‘day’’ comes, to soms of us it seems 
a profanation, that what should be, and what will be, . the 


‘‘ioy of the whole earth’’ should become a well-intentioned refuge for the 
destitute ; that the Law which is once more to go out from Zion should be 
merely a delegated poor law. Palestine will yet again, we waiting Zionists 
believe, show forth God’s praise, but it will not be, we also believe 
till the best of us make other than vicarious plans for settling there. 
The Holy Land must not be used as a palliative, but held as a memory and 
a possession by its heirs and trustees. And meanwhile some place of refuge, 
where Jews, cribbed, cabined and confined, may get room to grow, is most 
urgently needed. Why should not Zionists of both sorts earnestly unite 
in making the generous chance held out by the British Government a happy 
certainty? It is easy to throw cold water, or luke-warm water, which per- 
haps is worse, upon the scheme, * The essentially British character of our 
Colonies would be injared,’’ urges one critic plus royaliste que le roi, though 
‘‘as a scheme of emigration’’ he gives it his ‘‘ favourable consideration.”’ 
Would not autonomy result ina Ghetto’? asks another, whilst nevertheless 
owning to the value of some ‘ Ghetto" qualities. Perhaps the eyes which 
see too evenly both sides of a subject are not of the clearest or the 
furthest sighted. Objections are, of course, as inevitable to an experi- 
mental scheme as are shadows to light, but one does not, for fear of the 
shadows, elect to dwell in darkness. As to the Ghetto argament, there ir 
nothing particularly alarming in a phrase. At its worst, one inclines to 
think, an autonomous Ghetto, even with * national customs’ ensured to it, 
would be a more inspiring sight for Christian Europe than a State- 
sanctioned shambles—an Imperial Kisbinefl. Russian Jewish subjects ‘* shut 
out from use and name and fame"’ ; Roumanian Jewish subjects reading now 
their Queen's sentimental verses and now their King's broken treaties, 
might equally rejoice, one might fancy, to be shut in fora while within their 
own gates by their own will and with their own law. Still, it is but a 
phrase—translate it into uncompromising fact, and we may be reassured 
as we recall that it was straightway out of a Ghetto that Moses Mendel- 
sohn stepped. Give him but space, and the assimilative, child-loving, 
child-educating Jew will very soon, of his own free will, enlarge his 
boundaries. 

The scheme, of course, needs something beyond grateful acceptance and 
liberal financing to ensure its success. It needs personal service. To bring 
out the best of the alien, the alien needs *o be led by the best. The move- 
ment will want men and women of position and of intelligence, who, from 
wholly disinterested motives will give a couple of years to the work of 
making a people. Those of us who see the truly marvellous results of 
wise teaching and new environment on our ‘* alien’’ board school children, 
do not need to be assured that some of the most ‘' desirable’’ qualities 
are latent beneath the enforced rags of the lightly clad, lightly called 
‘‘ yndesirables.’’ Fortitude, cheerfulness, steadfastness, a temperance 
which kindles at a touch into joyous appreciation of good things, and a 
spirituality of which the austerity and superstition are only skin deep seom 
universal. There is, undoubtedly, the raw material in the ‘‘alien’’ for 
good colonists ; there is, so those who know say, the raw material in soil 
and climate in the offered site for a prosperous colony. It needs only the 


right people to pioneer the experiment and to set up a wide city of —

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Some Opinions on the East African Scheme. 


The “ Times” and some Correspondents. 
In a leading article on Monday the Times said :— 


The aspirations of the Jews in the direction of the formation of a Jewish State in 
Palestine do not materially concern us as Englishmen; but, with all respect for the 
fervour and earnestness of Mr. Zangwill, we may fairly ask whether it would be to the 
ultimate advantage of his coreligionists to take any step which would tend to accentuate 
and to confirm their separateness as a race. Wherever, as in this country, Jews have 
enjoyed complete liberty and equality with their Gentile neighbours before the law, it 
has been observed that, while they have shown no diminution of their traditional 
aptitudes, or of the very largs proportion of men of more than average ability which 
they have produced, their tendency has been towards amalgamation with their neigh- 
bours, and towards woat may be described as a softening down of the salient points of 
their national character. We believe that these conditions are the most hopeful that 
can be conceived for the future of the race. They permit Jews of ability to become 
prominent citizens of the countries in which they live; and, while calling for no aban- 
donment either of beliefs or of practices, they tend to the removal of angularities 
without sacrifice of essentials. A devout Jew who lives in England must be a sectarian, 
but only in the sense and to the extent in which a devout (Quaker is a sectarian; and, 
outside and beyond his sectarianism, he possesses all which can be given by citizenship 
of no mean city, and by community of interests with his fellow-subjects in a world-wide 
Empire. A little Jewish State in Kast Africa, restrained within certain limits of action 
by the British Government, but in many respects self-controlled, would either succeed 
or fail in bringing within its borders a fair proportion of the ability by which the Jews 
have always, and in all countries, been distinguished. Failure in this respect would 
produce a set of conditions in which any ability born in the country would be compelled 
to seek a field for its activity elsewhere; and success would mean that men worthy to 
take part in the councils of Empires would be compelled to confine their attention to 
matters of a comparatively trivial character. Uganda would afford no sullicient opening 
for either great talent or great ambition; and the Jews who consented to remain there 
would have little or no opportunity for any display of the qualities which have brought 
their kindred to the front of allairs in so many ways and in so many places. ... .« 
We should rejoice to see the destitute Jews, whose hard lot may justly excite com- 
erpeey placed in circumstances more favourable than those which now surroand them ; 
mt we believe that these circumstances would be best afforded by their admixture with 
other emigrants, either in Uganda or elsewhere, 80 that ‘hey might find their appropriate 
places as useful members of a prosperous Gentile community. That they should be 
assisted to emigrate is in itself highly desirable; that they should be assisted to 
emigrate <r mosse, and to set up a little State or community of their own, is, we think, 
a rather uestionable proposition. If there were anything like coincidence of opinion 
among their own people, the experiment of the State would probably be attempted, 
however doubtful were its success; but, in the absence of such coincidence, an element 
of strenuth essential to success is manifestly wanting. The willingness of the British 
Government to provide land in Uganda may be utilised for a legitimate and less 
ambitious attempt at colonisation. If, and when, it has resulted in success, the Zionists 
will have have a stronger claim to press for the realisation of their dreams elsewhere. 


Mr, LAURIE MAGNUs, in a letter to the Times, says :-— 


the scheme itself is debateable enough, If the British Govern) ent sees a use in 
offering local autonomy within its Kast African Protectorate to Jewish emigrants from 
l.urope, the Emigration Societies and the Jewish Boards of Guardians in this country 
and on the Continent will doubtless do their best to give effect to the scheme and, if 
adopted, to make it a success. But such a scheme has nothing to do with Zionism. 
/ionism breathes a different atmosphere. Its footprints are planted in the Ghetto, but 
it lifts up its eyes unto the hils. Not to the distant hills of an out-of-the-way British 
colony, where a settlement of persecuted Jews may succeed or fail out of sight, but to 
the heights of prophecy and to a land of promise which cannot fade, The Zionists of 
iasle pretend that U ganda or Argentina—their geography was never very definite—is on 
the way, so to speak, to Zion, and that Dr. Herzl’s / «/ens‘aat is a kind of footnote to 
Isaiah. There are Jews who are Zionists and think otherwise. We hold it a bitter 
thing that the heirs of Zion, who have paid so dearly, though so gladly, for their 
inheritance, should make shift with a British concession. This is urged without dis- 
respect to the generous intention of His Majesty's Government. Lord Lansdowne’s 
offer may prove to be impracticable ; but at least it forms the first attempt on the part 
ofa Christian State to meet the situation created by Christian persecution of the Jews. 
As such, and as a palliative, it is possibly worth adding to the experiments which history 
already relates of transplanted Ghettos and of Jewish emigration on a small scale. But 
there is, I fancy, a large number of thoughtful Englishmen among the Jews who regard 
the offer with mistrust, alike as Jews and [mperialists. The standard of life and the 
type of institutions which would by this means be established in a progressive British 
colony are not of the kind which is required in the interests of the British Empire; and 
late or soon, it willlead toa renewal of the problem. The argument from Jewish ideals 
presents itself yet more strongly. Lord Lansdowne, of course, stands aloof from the 
divisions of the Jewish community, and in letting his scheme be promulgated at the 
Congress in Basle he was doubtless not aware of the bearings of the mive-en-scone. It is 
& great coup for the Basle Zionists, on whose side are ranged the forces of rhetoric and 
persuasiveness, and the glamour of the nameof Zion. But to those who clutch at an 
unconquerable hope, and are content to wait on its accomplishment, working out their 
destiny on the way, it seems essential to distinguish between the countless schemes 
which are proposed for relieving the congestion of the (ihettos, and the single vision, 


which cannot be schemed for, and by which the Cihettos survive, till the days of 
exile be ended,

The funeral of the late M. Bernard Lazare was of the simplest character u :

value to public honours. In accordance with his last wish, the proceedings BH 
were of a purely civil character, and not a prayer was read at the grave. 7 it 
(he majority of Parisian notabilities being absent from town at present, fe 
there was not so large a gathering to escort his remains to their last rest- Bit 
ing-place as would have been the case at a diflerent period of the year, ‘i oe 
Nevertheless, several prominent men made a point of paying their last He 
respects.

Commandant Bernard and Dr. Bernard, brothers of the deceased. The i 
cortege was followed by a sympathetic crowd, among whom were ti] 
M\M. Mathias and Leon Dreyfus, brothers of ex-Captain Dreyfus; M. of 
hischoffsheim, Member for Nice; M. Benejech, Member for |l'Herault: M. 
‘)llendorff, Director of the (iil Blas, and M. May, the Publisher; M. Meyer- . 
sobn, one of the Directors of the Jewish Colonisation Association; M. 
Bigart, Secretary of the Alliance Israclite Universelle ; and a large 
nunber of journalists, inclading MM. Vaughan, Mathias Morhard, Avenel, 
and Bertrand. 
In deference to the expressed desire of the deceased, no speeches were 
delivered at the Montparnasse Cemetery, where the interment took place ; 
but his praise is in the mouths of all Republicans, and the Liberal Press 
has been unanimous in extolling his fine character. Only Drumont and 
Rochefort raised their habitual discordant note. ‘Tae Editor of the Libre 
Parole sees in Bernard Lazare the type of Jew who places the interests of 
his race before everything else, and one who, being unable to raise himself 
to the ideas of the Aryan, does not see that he defends a bad cause when he 
takes in hand the defence of.a traitor. On the other hand, papers like 
the Aurore, Petite République, Radical and Gil Blas printed highly 
eulogistic articles. The Si¢cie offered to open a subscription list for 
the purpose of perpetuating Bernard Lazare’s memory by a bust to be placed 
on his grave, but his widow has intimated that the formal instructions 
which her husband left were opposed to such a mark of sympathy on the 
part of his friends. The offer was therefore withdrawn. The memory of 
Bernard Lazare willonevertheless live in all hearts, and the gratitude of 
all our coreligionists, French as well as foreigners, for whom he had laboured 
with equal solicitude, was earned by him, as one who had done so much for | :

and we have no reason to suppose that this principle has been departed 
from. In any case, a large number of Jewish people are now able to live 
comfortably in a neighbourhood which has a good record as regards public 
health; and synagogue and model dwellings may both be regarded as a solid 
contribution to the dispersion remedy. As our readers are aware, the 
Four Per Cent. Dwellings Company are also erecting another block of buildings 
in close proximity to Hackney Downs Station, and consequently not far from 
the Stoke Newington and South Hackney Synagogues. These, too,will provide 
accommodation for upwards of 00 families, or 1,600 individuals. Another 
valuable service will be rendered by the Stoke Newington Synagogue, which 
will form the fifteenth constituent of the United Synagogue. In common 
with other *‘modern'’ synagogues founded and erected under the auspices 
of the Council it will afford religious instruction not only to the children of 
members of the congregation, Hut to all Jewish children resident in the 
various districts whose parents are willing to avail themselves of the 
opportunity offered. The Stoke Newington Synagogue classrooms—a 
distinct and separate building—wil! supply one of the most urgent wants of 
the district, in which there are now several hundred Jewish children, as it 
is intended that these schoolrooms shall be available daily for affording 
religious instruction, whilst the synagogue will, in due time, become a 
centre of active, educational and philanthropic movements. These present- 
day features of synagogal management and enterprise open up a field for the 
operation of active communal workers, and augur well for the future 
advancement and prosperity of Anglo-Jewry.

A _ theatrical per- 
formance, a bazaar, a dance—even that last heroic English method, a 
dinner, have been tried. But still the necessary sum is incomplete, and 
that, too, in spite of the personal support of the Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress. We are aware that a considerable amount has already been 
coaxed from the public, more, indeed, than was forthcoming in the case 
even of the Hampstead Synag: gue. But the clientele is different, 
many of the intending worshippers in the proposed synagogue baing working 
men who have migrated to the neighbourhood of Kensal Rise, Queen's 
Park,. and South Kilburn. We imagine that the failure to furnish all the 
necessary money is largely dae to the misconception that Brondesbury is a 
wealthy neighbourhood, capable of providing its own synagogue, whereas 
it is really one of those districts that abound in London, where one finds 
Dives cheek by jowl with Lazarus, and broadcloth perpetually rubbing 
against the humble home-spun. .This question is not only a religious 
question. It involves a serious point of secular policy; and it is to be

hoped that the Council of the United Synagogue will see its way to make’ 


up the deficit by increasing the amount of its promised loan. 

The great progress which 
Colonisation in Canada. | is being made in the 

Hirsch Colony (Canada) | 
as evidenced by the account printed in another column, will be watched with 
pleasure by all Jews. The Colony is not a large one. Last year, when 
a delegate of the Canadian Government paid it a visit, only eighty-one 
people were settled on the land. But what the colonists lack in numbers 
they appear to make up in energy and intelligence, The account above 
referred to speaks of the many new up to-date harvesting and threshing 
machines that are being brought into the Colony, and of the pride 
‘taken in the cultivation of the a business-like manner. This 
year, it proceeds, a large acreage has been added to the land under 
cultivation, and in a year or two Hirsch will doubtless be noted 
for the strain marketed in this ‘‘hitherto neglected spot.’’ These 
encouraging forecasts are fully in accord with previous accounts of the 
Colony. More than 750 acres of arable land, according to the Canadian 
official report, were brought under ¢ultivation in 1901. In the spring of 
1902, 1,926 acres had been sown- an increase of 270 on the previous 
year. A correspondent, writing to us a few weeks ago, pointed 
out that the past crops and the present prospects have placed the 
Jewish farmers in the Colony of Hirsch in a very desirable position. ‘* Too 
much emphasis,’’ he continued, ‘cannot be laid on the very practical 
methods in operation among the Jewish farmers’’; and_ these 
same «qualities of ‘* good sense and intelligence’’ seems to have 
particularly struck the Canadian official delegate. But, perhaps, 
the most hopeful feature of the situation in Hirsch, as, indeed, 
in every Jewish colony, is the spirit of the young men. These are officially 
said to be ‘‘ especially animated by those energetic and independent senti- 
ments which are the strength of the Western Canadiang and render success 
possible even where the initial capital is wanting. These young men pre- 
fer to work hard, so as to save some dollars. They refuse to borrow as their 
fathers were obliged to do when they arrived in the country.’” One 
wonders whether the Zionists have ever enquired into the possibilities of 
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Canada from the Jewish colonisation point of view. There is a cultivable 
area not limited nor hypothecated to other settlers, but boundless in extent 
and erying out for labour. As in the East African Protectorate, the 
British flag waves over it. Here are tried and tested the opportanities of 
full incorporation with the hardy inhabitants of the Canadian Dominion. 
For the present, and at least until the report of the Zionist Commission, 
Canadian colonisation holds the field as a practical expedient. We are 
glad to think that the Jewish Colonisation Association is awake to the 
possibilities of the Dominion.

All 
the more gratified ‘hen must the community feel that sach powerful 
corrective influences should be brought to bear upon those whose vitality 
is serioasly threatened by the exhausting conditions of crowded town life. 
From this point of view the Jewish Country Holidays Fund is an excellent 
investment for all who desire to perpetuate the splendid vitality of the 
race. But we may at the same time put in afew words of endorsement of 
the appeal on behalf of the Factory Girls’ Country Holiday Fand, which was 
sent to these colamns recently. The fund is not a specifically Jewish one. 
But that will certainly not form a bar to Jewish contributions. Overcrowd- 
ing and slumdom are the diumnosa hereditas not of one section of the popula- 
tion, but of all; and Jews will be as ready with their mites to help the 
factory girl toa few days in the spacious country fields, as to put oxygen 
into the lungs of their own town-stifled little ones.

NEW APPOINTMENT. 

Major Sir Matthew Nathan, K.C.M.G., Governor of the Gold Coast, has 
been appointed Governor of Hong Kong, in succession to Sir Henry Blake. 
Sir Matthew, who is only forty-one years of age, joined the Royal 
Engineers in May 1880. He was promoted Captain in 1886, and 
Major.in !89s, having meantime taken part in the Nile Expedition of 1885 
and the Lushai campaign, for which he received the medal with clasp. When 
the Colonial Defence Committee sat in 1895, Major Nathan was selected to 
act as its Secretary and was created C.M.G. for his services. In 1899 he 
was sent out to administer the Government of Sierra Leone, and after twelve 
months became Governor of the Gold Coast. Last year he was appointed 
Knight Commander of the Order of St. Michael and St. George. Sir 


Matthew Nathan is a Vice-President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
which has a Branch at Hong Kong. 


THE Standard of Saturday printed an article from a correspondent, who 
called attention to the Jewish system of Poor Relief as a factor in the com- 
petition between native workers and the foreign immigrants in the East 
End of London. The writer specially instanced the distribution of boots 
and clothing to the pupils of the Jews’ Free School, and the organised 


relief administered by the Jewish Board of Guardians as factors in the 
competition referred to. 


“The Future of the Jew.”--In an article under this title, Mr. 
Zangwill contributed to the Daily Mail of Taesday an interesting historical 
sketch of Jewish persecution and the factors that had contributed to the 
growth of the Zionist movement. He expresses the conviction that *‘ the 
race which produced Moses, Isaiah and Spinoza, has still other messages to 
speak, and cross-fertilised as it now must be by all that Christianity has 
achieved in the sun during its own centuries of hidden life, it will surely 
not flower into its third national period without bearicg some new precious 
fruit for the human race, whose service is its highest ideal.’’ The Daily Mail 
comments most sympathetically on what Mr. Zangwill calls the ‘* New 
/jonism.’’ It concludes its leading article as follows :—** Whether they accept 
the offer of the Foreign Office or not, the Jewish people will not fail to 
recognise in the suggestion what they will probably regard as a higher 
compliment than any that has been paid them since the fall of Jerusalem—an 
admission of the value to any civilised community of the peculiar industries 
and capacities which, in a free country, seem characteristic of the Semitic 
race,

The columns of the press have of late so teemed with indignant protest. 
tions with regard to the anti-Semitic words and deeds of self-styled Christian. 
albeit unworthy of the name, that it is bat just to record such proofs « 
the following of the existence of a better spirit on the part of strenuo 
believers, thus showing that true Christianity is quite compatible wi 
warm-hearted sympathy towards Judaism and its professors. The mo: 
rarely a Catholic Church dignitary raises his voice in favour of a j\- 
appreciation of Jews and Jadaism, the more pleasing is it to be able 
record such a fact. The celebrated Bishop of Cremona, Monsignor Bonome! 
has jast issued a noteworthy publication under the title of *‘ Againet an 
Semitism,’’ in which he severely condemns this disgraceful movement 
not only unjust, but in its very essence un-Christian. He discusses the t» 
principal accusations levelled against the Jews—their financial power a: 
their difference of race—and sbows that capitalism, its excesses and m,« 
practices, are in no wise exclusively Jewish, but that many Christia: . 
deserve, in a higher degree, the reproaches cast upon all Jews, and that 
Church which calls itself universal cannot possibly recognise a differenc 
of origin in order to cast stones at the Jews. 

With regard to the former point, the answer given by Lonomelli to a 
Italian countryman when in.Bsrlin is very significant. The latter pointe ' 
out to him the magnificent houses occupied by Jews and remarked :—*‘' No. 
you will not be astonished at anti-Semitism existing here.’’ The Lisho: 
rejoined indigaantly :—

This autumn the Jewish Historical Society of Eng!and completes the first 


d-cade of its existence, during which term four volumes of Transact) 
 \ading that jast to hand, have been issued to its 
vy ames, however, do not by any means represent the total of the results of

o! oistorical research that enabled these Transactions tu 
r dered possible the reading of the numerous valuable papers that have 
» » commanicated from time to time to the members of the Society, the 
in. itution has been the cause of tife publication of two farther volumes 
an of their issue to its members. Under the joint auspices of the Jewish 
Hi ‘orleal Society of England and the Selden Society, copies of Mr. J. M 
iiocs **Belect Pleas, Starrs, and other Records from the Rolls ‘of the 
Ex nequer of the Jows, A.p, 1220-1284," were circulated among the members 
in '102. The previous year the Society issued Mr. Lucien \\ olt's 
onasseh ben Israel's Mission to Oliver Cromwell.’’ Hoth these volames 
have been distribated among members since the issue of Vol. III. of the 
Tra sactions, Of other similar volames that are promised, are the results 
of M. Cardoso de HKethencourt’s investigations in the Inquisition records 
of rtugal, which are to be edited b Mr. Lucien Wolf, and Aa Calendar 
of (.e Jewish Plea Rolls upon which Mr. Rigg is at present engaged. In 
another direction, through its Pablication Coumittee, several other works 
have been publishes, two, Duabnow’s * Philosophy of History,”’ and 
Abrshams’s and Yellin’s ‘‘ Maimonides,’’ within the last few months, and 
in this connection the Society announces that a volume of essays by Dr. 
Ss. A. Hirsch is now in the Press, and that the preparation of a volume 
on the history of the Jews in England has been committed to the hands 
of the Rev. 8. Levy and Messrs. Bertram Jacobs and Albert M. Hyamson 
The present volume of Transactions is the most important and valuable 
hitherto issued by the Society and should prove a means of attracting 
numerous recruits to the Society. It comprises the creater number of the 
papers read before the Society during the years 15!')-1901, together with 
several valuable notes by distinguished members of the Society, and a 
series Of extracts from the Close Rolls (1279-1258) made by Miss Ada 
Corcos, B.A, The various contributions to the volume touch upon almost 
every period in Anglo-Jewish history. Pre-Expulsion Jewry is dealt with in 
Miss Corcos’s extracts, to which reference has already been made, in Mr. 
'rank Haes’s note on the Canterbury Synagogue, and that on Clifford's Tower, 
York, by the same gentleman. The Rev. Michael Adler's lengthy paper on 
the ** Domus Conversorum,’’ covers the whole of the middle period and even 
extends: beyond it. The era of Queen Hlizabeth is the period of Mr. Israel 
\brabams'’s short but intensely interesting paper on ‘‘ Joachim Gaunse: A 
‘Mining Incident in the Reign of aeen Elizabeth’’ ; as well as the quaint 
proposal of marriage to the Virgin Queen made by a Jewish Monarch, 
discovered in Florence and communicated by him. Dealing with the 
 Ke-Settlement and After,’’ we have the Rev. 8S. Levy's short paper on 
‘John Dary and the Eaglish Jewry’’; Mr. Lucien Wolf's contribution on 
the Status of the Jews in England after the Re-Settlement"’; ‘‘Some 
Historical Notes,’’ by Mr. C. H. Firth; and a list of the Jews of Amsterdam in 
isoo, discovered by Mr. Elkan Adler within the last few months, just in 
time for inclusion in the volume. Mr. Lionel Abrahams, whose monograph 
on the Expulsion has become the standard work on the subject, has devoted 
his attention to the struggle for emancipation, and the results of his 
researches, communicated to the Society during the period covered by this 
volame, compose the most important of the contributions. The Rev. 8. 
Singer's paper on ** The Earliest Jewish Prayers for the Sovereign,’’ ranges 
more or less over the whole of the period of Anglo Jewish History. The 
residential Addresses by Mr. C. G. Montefiore and Mr. F. D. Mocatta, 
respectively, bring the tale of the contents of this important publication to 
1 close. The volume, in common with other Anglio-Jewish publications of 
the year, is dedicated to Dr. M. Friediiinder, on the completion of his 
seventioth year. A portrait of Sir Isaac Lyon (ioldsmid, from the original 
‘n the possession of Mr. C. G, Montefiore, serves as the frontispiece to the 
volume, the other illustrations of. which are some fine photographs of 
lifford’s Tower, York, by Mr. Haes, and an illustration of the Rolls Chapel. 
Mr. Claude Montefiore chose the question, *' Nation or Religious Com- 
munity?” for discussion in his presidential address delivered at the opening 
of the 1899-1900 session, and in its course gave a philosophical sketch of the 
history of the Jewish race from the days in which it formed a nation in the 
fullest sense of the term until the present century. Hellenistic Judaism did 
not produce a quite satisfactory settlement or solution of the relations 
between religion and race. Ritual religion entered too largely into public 
and everyday life for the Jew to feel himself one with bis fellow-subjects of 
other races and creeds. Under Christian rulers, whose scheme of govern- 
ment was the closest possible combination, the amalgamation, of Courch and 
State, this inclusion of the Jew, alien in thought and belief, was still less 
possible. In modern days, since the break-up of the unity of Christianity, 
the exclusion of the Jew from the scheme of, public life is no longer 
inevitable. 


That Jews, so far as their mere ethnographical origin is concerned . . . cannot 
ever be true ropeans, in all the best and most distinctive elements of huropean 
civilisation, is an hypothesis conclusively contradicted by fact. The marvel is rather 
bow rapidly in a few decades of liberty the majority of emancipate! Jews have become 
80 closely identified in thought and feeling with the countries in which they live. 


Of the proposed Zionist settlement of the Jewish problem, Mr. Montefiore 
says: ‘*If the Jews were again to form a State in |’slestine, it could only be 
on the most modernliines. The State would have to leave religion severe! y 
alone. . . . It is not without significance that the ¢ lel Continental 
leaders of the nationalist movement should be men who have little or no 
interest in the Jewish religion. That is perfectly \ogical.”’ 


Mr, Lionel Abrahams’s contribation consists of a selection of documents 
relating to the struggle for the political emancipation of the Jews in 
Kagland, together with explanatory notes and an introduction treating of 
the whole of the subject. It appears that immediately after the grant of 
Catholic emancipation, the prospects of a similar extension to the Jews 
seemed very favourable, and the Dake of Wellington, when approached by 
Mr. Rothschild, Mr. Goldsmid and others in 1829, expressed himself as not 
unfriendly to their views, but advised them to wait « little before putting 
forward their claims. ‘‘ Catholic emancipation’’ he said, * had created a 
great turmoil, and the public mind must have time to settle down before 
another measure of the same tendency was introduced. Ii the Jews delayed 
for a year or two it was quite possible that, when their case came on, it 
might have the support of the Government.”’ Despite this optimistic view, 
the agitation continued thirty years before the demand of the Jews for fall 
citizenship was granted. In the opposition to the Jewish claims very little 
of the persecuting spirit was shown. There were few traces of dislike of 
the Jewish race. opposition was honest, Conscientious and sincere, and 


due to the beliefs of its supporters that the emancipation of the Jews would 
be harmful to the State, and contrary to the interests of Christianity. Of 
course the bulk of the oppos‘tion came from the Church. 

_ The Charch of England is never so strong as when it is panic-stricken, andthe legis* 
lation of 1828 and 1829, followed almost immediately by the Government Reform Act» 
produced such a panic in the Church of England as it has seldom experienced. . . . 
Moreover, the legal relation of the Church of England to the State continually gave 
rise to incidents which stirred this feeling (opposition to Jewish Emancipation) into 
intense activity. The thirty years during which the Jewish question was beiag agitated 
were years of violent conflict for the Church of England. At one time the Faglish 
bishops were waraed by a Prime Minister t> sat thair hous in order; at another tims 
Irish bishoprics were abolished wholesale. Churchmen were continaally reminded that 
Parliament could disestablish the Church and regulate its doctrines aad chioge the dis- 
position of its properties; and that the bestowal of the most important Charch offices 
rested with the Prime Minister, & more creature of Parliamentary circumstance. 

As an illastration of the extent of the opposition t> the proposed 
reform, Mr. Abrahams points out that among its active opponents were 
Karl Grey, the Prims Minister who carried the Reform Bill, Sir Robert 
Peel, Mr. Gladstone, and Lord Shaftesbury, who in ether resp: «ts showed 
himself especially friendly towards the Jews. Of these Sir Robert Peel and 
Mr. Gladstone afterwards adopted the philo-Jewish attitade. 

The Rev. Michael Adler's contribation is entitled ** History of the ‘ Domus 
Conversorum,’ from 1290 to 1891.'" The period with which he deals, and 
during which the ** Domas”’ really existed by no means extends to the last 
decade of the last century, but the centuries during which the activity of 
the Home was in full swing are treated in considerable detail by Mr. 
Adler, who has suceseded in discovering and collecting innumeralle details 
that mast prove of considerable use to the author of the ‘‘ Middle Period of 
Anglo-Jewish History,’’ a work which we uaderstand is in preparation. 
As Mr. Adler rightly points out the roll of inmates of the Domus 
from the expalsion until the close of the six‘eeath century by no means 
represents the whole of the Jewish population, converted or professing, 
of the kingdom. It is now admitted that from time to time and in different 
localities an occasional Jew or Jewess was to be foand in the Kagland of 
the Piantagenets and the Tadors, and although Mr. Adler, speaking of 1290, 
Says: 

As one man, the Jews departed from this land, holding steadfastly to their sacred 
law. When we think of the history of the Spanish Jews, we are led to wonder why 
some of the people did not either conceal themselves in the country and undergo baptism 
and enter the House of Converts, aé a species of Marrano, in the hope of the storm 
passing over and allowing them to emerge at a favourable opportunity with open 
profession of their faith. 
his assertion has hardly yet been proved, and the contrary view, that this 
country in the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries had its crypto-Jews, 
just as the Iberian Peninsula of a later date, and even Earopean States 
including this country to some slight extent to-day, is, far more probable. 
In Spain, the Inquisition drove the Marranu back into Jewry. In this 
country there was no iostitution to prevent the gradual merging of the 
crypto-Jews in the general population. Mr. Adler also points to the 
opportunity the ‘*‘Domus'’ gave to Shakespeare and Marlowe to make 
acyiiaintance with Jews, their customs and beliefs. 

Mr. Lucien Wolf's contribution deals with the period that he has made 
specially his own. He discusses the status of the Jews in Eaogland after the 
Re-settlement. At the close of the Protectorate, when they lived under 
the personal protection of Cromwell, the Jews enjoyed advantages, that 
were refused to certain categories of Christians, such as the Roman 
Catholics and Quakers, 

Until 1659, although they had no political satus, they were to all intents 

and purposes as free as natives, while in religious matters their liberty was 
even less restricted. . « « The status of the Jews did not, however, 
remain the same under Charles II., as it had been under the Commonwealth. 
The anomalous condition of being neither aliens, denizens, nor natives 
gradually disappeared. + In the first place Charles, unlike Cromwell, was generous in bis 
denizations, and very soon after his accession to the throne, all the wealthy Jews 
received patents. Then a generation of native-born Jews grew up, and they were, of 
dourse, Englishmen in every respect except that, like Roman Catholics, though in 4 
ciminished degree, they laboured under certain religious disabilities. 
Mr. Wolf points out that several attempts were made to establish the 
Ghetto system in this country by Menasseh ben Israel, David Abrabanell 
Dormido and the Bishop of Lincoln and Sir Peter Pett, among others. The 
suggestions of these gentlemen were fortunately never adopted. 

To that fact, may, | think, be attributed the difficulty which anti-Semitism has found 
in establishing itself in England. Abroad, the Jows were still in the ghettos when 
they were emancipated, and when they entered on their new privileges they were still a 
strange race, presenting many features in strong contrast to the national life, and which 
seemed to stamp them more or less as aliens. /!n these circumstances fusion has been 
slow. In England this process has been reversed. From the beginning the Jews mixed 
freely with their Christian fellow-citizons, and in all the relations of civil life soon 
assimilated themselves with the national character. Their social emancipation, in fact, 
preceded their political emancipation, and wheu the latter was secured it only set 
the stamp on a national character already acquired and universally recognised. 

Mr. Israel Abrahams relates the interesting history of the revival of 
mining in the Kagland of Elizabeth, especially through the efforts of a 
Jew of Prague, Joachim Gaunse, the centres of whose scientific activity 
were in Cumberland, South Wales and Cornwall, and who, later, got into 
trouble by flaunting his Judaism in the faces of certain of the leading 
citizens of Bristol. Mr. Abrahams sucgests a, relationship between the 
subject of his paper and David Ganz, the historian and astronomer, who 
settled in Prague in 1564 and died there in 1615. A. M. H,

Alexander, |.!., President of the Jeppestown Hebrew Congregation, 
opened the proceedings by the delivery of a short address, duriag which 
he handed a suitably engraved silver trowel to Mr. Max Langerman, who 
as President of the Board of D>paties performed the ceremony of laying 
the foundation stone. Mr. Langerman referred tothe fact that an unbroken 
chain of synagogues would shortly exist from | rugersdorp, Johannesbarg 
and Boksburg. He warmly complimented our J eppestown c oreligionists on 
having brought this scheme to such a creditable issue, and finally mentioned 
the amicable relations existing between the different congregations in the 
Rand. After the stone had been placed in position, Mr. Langerman declared 
it to have been * well and truly laid.’’

Hertz ended by remarking that nothing could deter the spread of Judaism ; 
Jews might be slaugbtered and their temples destroyed, but the Jew being 
immortal, he would ever progress and flourish. The ceremony being com- 
pleted, the company adjourned to the Grand Station Hotel, where they were 
hospitably entertained by the Board of Officers. A number of toasts in 
honour of the cccasion were proposed and suitably responded to, and the 
many felicitous speeches which were made gave evidence of the hearty 
goodwill existing between the new and the older congregations. The new 
synagogue, when completed, will accommodate about 400 worshippers of 
both sexes; it measures 50 feet in length and:%7' feet in width, and will 
contain the usual ladies’ gallery. The sites on which the edifice is being 
erected, entailed an expenditure of £851), which has been fully paid, 
while the building without equipment will cost the sum of £1,800, of which 
amount at present only £350 are available. Among other gifte, Mr. I. Bloch 
furnishes the complete electric light installation. Mr. I. Samuel will present 
a clock and silver Sepher Torah accoatrements, Mr. A. E. Jacobs, a silver 
goblet ; Mr. and Mrs. Rubinson, a wedding canony. A large number of other 


gifts will follow in dae course, and the three principal congregations of 


Johannesburg have promised to render spiritual and other assistance when- 
ever possible and necessary. The synagogue executive for the ensuing 
year of office consists of :—Mr. Bb. Alexander, J.!’., President; Messra. A. 
Goldman and W. Rubinson, Vice-Presidents; Messrs. A. Stazunsky, BR. I.

A resident of Jeppestown, Mr. East, who had for several years acted as 
honorary minister to the Klerksdorp congregation, has kindly volanteered 
to conduct the services of the Jeppestown congregation without remonera- 
tion, until this body is in a position to employ a permanent minister. 
Grateful references were made to Mr. East’s single-hearted action by the 
President and other speakers. 

The laying of the foundation stone of the synagogue for the Germiston 
and Georgetown congregations was performed on the 29th Jaly by Mr. 
Max Langerman as President of the Jewish Board of Deputies. The large 
attendance, which included a number of Johannesburg Ladies and Gentle- 
men, was presided over by Mr. 8S. H. Artim, and assisted bv the Revs. Dr. 
Hertz, 5. Manne, W. Wolf and M. Rosenberg; Messrs. B. Danziger, S.Gold- 
reich, H. Simpson, |. Malcolmron, Dr. Gardiner and many others. Mr. Langer- 
man touched upon Jewish traditions and Jewish history, and remarked that no 
one proved a better citizen than he who had the glorious past of our race 
constantly before his mind. The ceremony of laying the foundation-stone 
having been accomplished, the Rev. Dr. Hertz then read out the names of 
the foundation members, which he placed in a sealed tube in a cavity. For 
his text the rev. gentleman had taken the ancient Hebrew Blessing of the 
Priests, ‘‘ The Lord bless ye and preserve ye, etc.,’’ which he expounded 
with his customary vigour aud eloquence. The Rev. S. Manné chanted 
Psalms cxxvii. and cl., after which he recited the prayer for King, Qaeen 
and Royal Family and the High Commissioner. The singing of the National 
Anthem brought this interesting and important ceremony to a successful 
close. The whole of those assembled subsequently adjourned to the Court- 
house, where refreshments had been provided and where a number of 
appropriate toasts were pledged in honour of the occasion.

Jottings from the United States. 


[¥ROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


BALTIMORE, AUGUST 24TH, 


Among the 1,017 passengers who arrived in port this week on the North 
German Lloyd steamer ‘* Cassel '’ was benjamin Kwasch, with his wife and four 
children, refagees from Kishinefl, bound to Pittsburg, Pa., where they have 
relatives. At the time of the massacre, Kwasch owned a crockery store. 
The family took refuge in the cellar of their home when the riot started. 
They remained there for three days and nights, with nothing to eat but 
matzos, and there was but little water for them todrink. When permitted 
to come out of the cellar, it was found that the store had been completely 
wrecked, the stock of goods it contained being valued at 3,000 roubles— 
1,500 dola. With the assistance of friends and the Relief Committee he was 
able to come to America. 

The annual convention of the Union of (rthodox Rabbis of America was 
held on Augast 16th in Philadelphia. About fifty Rabbis of orthodox 
Russian, Polish and Hungarian congregations in the Uaited States and 
Canada were present. Rabbi Yoffe, of Brooklyn, presided at the first meet- 
ing, which was devoted to the question of establishment of separate schools 
for Jewish children, and the application of rabbinical marriage and divorce 
laws to conform with city laws ; in the latter case it was recommended that 
steps should be taken to have marriages performed by authorised Rabbis 
only, and that the laws regulating Jewish marriage and divorce be made 
to comply with the civil laws of the land. In the former, the Committee 
recommended the establishment of a school for Jewish children in all 
cities in which the Usion is represented. The Zionist movement was 
endorsed by the convention. 

Miss Henrietta Szold, of Baltimore (daughter of the late Rabbi Benjamin 
Szold), and Secretary to the Jewish Publication Society, is going to New 
York to make her home there. She intends to take a course of studies 
under Professor Schechter at the Jewish Theological Seminary. Miss Szold 
is the first and only woman student at the Seminary. 

The Federation of American Zionists has organised a Conference of all 
the Zionist Societies of Greater New York to be known as the Zionist 
Council of Greater New York. 

The fund of the proposed People’s Hebrew Institute to be erected in the 
Eastern District, New York, has been nearly all subscribed ; 3,000 dols, is 
only lacking of the 10,000 dols. necessary for its erection. 

A beautiful Zionist flag has been sent to l’resident Roosevelt by the Propa- 
ganda Council of the United Zionists of Baltimore. A banquet was held on 
Sunday, August 12th, by the Zionists in honour of the Congress held at 
Basle. 

The dedication ceremonies of the Guggenheim Building, the Loeb 
Operating Bailding and the Eisner Home for Nurses will all take place in 
Philadelphia on Monday, October {th. 

The Jewish farmers in the North-West are doing excellent work, and 
from the report of Mr. Louis Kahn, of the Jewish Agricultural and Industrial 
Aid Society of New York, who has visited the home of a large number of 
the people during the present summer, the work is very gratifying.

‘North Semitic Inscriptions.” 


The Oxford University Press, by publishing the Rev. G. A. Cooke's 
‘*'Text-Rock of North Semitic Inscriptions,’’ has provided English readers 
with a much-needed introduction to Semitic Epigraphy. Epigrapby deals 
vith inecriptions cut in some durable material, especially stone. Some 
valuable contributions have been made to Semitic Epigraphy by Dr. 8S. R. 
Driver, by Mr. Stanley A. Cook and by various writers in the newer Biblical 
Enevelop:edias. But, on the whole, this branch of learning bas been chiefly 
left to the echolars of France and Germany. In France, the Government 
bas in every way assisted students, and the main discoveries and collec- 
tions are to be found in the Louvre. In Germany, on the other hand, the 
ener cies of workers ‘‘ have been devoted rather to the critical examination 
cf the documents than to the discovery of fresh material.’’ By ‘* Germany 
in this statemert, Mr. Cocke understands Austria also; thus, D. H. Miiller, 
for instance, whose work in Epigrapby is notable, is professor in Vienna, Of 
covrse, German scholars have not been entirely absorbed in mere criticism and 
elucidaticn. They “‘have also been engaged in the discovery of new 
material, especially in North Arabia and North Syria. Thanks to the 
courage and #kill of the veteran epigraphist, Julius Evting, we now possess 
satisfactory copies of the Nabatwan inscriptions in the Hejaz 
and the Sinaitic peninsula; the Orient Comité of Berlin has unearthed the 
old Aramaic inscriptions of Zepjirli, the most important discovery since the 
Moabite stone; quite recently Littmann has published the results of his 
explorations of the Safi inscriptions, North East of Jebel ed-Druz 

The inscriptions dealt with in this volume are the North Semitic, as 
distinguished from the South Semitic (Sabewan and Himyaritic) on the one 
hand, and the Babylonian and Assyrian on the other. 

Geographically the area of this North Semitic group extends from North Syria to 
North Arabia; on the East it is bounded by the Syrian desert; on the West it reaches 


into Asia Minor, Egypt, North Africa, and the chief cities on the shores and islands of 
the Mediterranean. 

The languages in which the inscriptions are written belong to what may be called 
for convenience the Central, as distinguished from the Northern and Southern, division 
of the Semitictongues. This central division is sub-divided into two main classes — 

(i.) The Canaanite, which includes the Moabite, Ilebrew and Phenician inscrip- 
tions, 9th century B.c. to 3rd century A.D. and later. ey : 

ii.) ‘The Aramaic, represented by («) the Old \ramaic inscriptions from Assyria, 


Rebylonis, Asia Minor and N. Syria, 8th-ith centuries r.c., (>) the Egyptian Aramaic, 
‘Wth-3rd centuries B.c., (c) the Nabatwan and Palmyrene Aramaic, Ist century b.c. to 
century A.D., & section to which we may assign the inscriptions from Tema as the 


earliest specimens (5th century B..), andthe Sinaitic as the latest (1st-5th centuries A.D.) 

The inscriptions are important from several points of view. First there 
is the language. The inscriptions are the only specimens extant of any of 
the North Semitic dialects, with the exception of Hebrew and Aramaic. 
There are, for instance, no original fragments of lh enician literature, and 
what is known of the Phcnician language is entirely derived from the 
inscriptions. Yet the Pkh«wnician dialect is so akin to Biblical Hebrew that 
the light thrown by each on the other is very considerable. Phonician 
has sometimes preserved older features, as the feminine in 1; others are 
later (as }M— }M2); others again are peculiar to this dialect; while ‘‘ many 
words poetic or rare in Hebrew are common in Phienician."’ Among the 
latter are for OVS for 939; for Wl’; We’ for W's; for 330 ; 
Av for Oh. 

These phenomena point to the conclusion that Ph:enician and Hebrew are independent 
ofishoots of a common ancestor, which can be nope other than the ancient Canaanite, of 
which a tew words have survived in the Canaanite glosses (15th century B.C.) to the 
Tell-el-Amarna letters. It must be remembered, however, that the material is insufficient 
for a complete comparison; and, further, almost all the Ph nician inscriptions are sub- 
sequent to the 6th century, t.c., the majority belong to the ith century and later, by 
which time the language had probably undergove a certain amount of decay... 

The evidence of the Aramaic inscriptions is specially valuable, because it proves the 
wide extent to which Aramaic was used in the Assyrian, Babylonian and Persian empires 


(comp. Isaiah xxxvi., 11), and because it exhibits the language at an earlier stage than 
the literary dialects. 


In the Nabatwan and Palmyrene inscriptions we find a dialect which is nearly related 
to the Western or Palestinian Aramaic of the Old lestament and of the Targums of 
Onkelos and Jonathan. The dates of the Old Testament Aramaic cannot in all cases be 
determined ; parts of Ezra are probably as early as the ith century, 8.c., Daniel was 
written in the 2nd century, B.c.; the inscriptions prove that this particular type of 
Aramaic was used in the countries bordering upon Palestine down to the 3rd 
century, A.D. 

It will be seen that Mr. Cooke writes with admirable lucidity and 
sobriety of judgment. Such books as his will do much to restore confidence 
in English scholarship. 

Besides their philological points of interest, the inscriptions are 
important because of the alphabets in which they are written. The North 
Semitic inscriptions ali represent varieties of the same alphabet, ‘‘ com- 
monly called the Phiwnician, the archetype of Greek, and ultimately of all 
Western writing.’" We cannot trace the modifications of very old Hebrew 
writing. The only Hebrew inscription of considerable length is the one 
found at Siloam, 700 B.c., but it may be hoped that discoveries of pottery 
may fillup the gaps. The old writing was revived much later on for use on 
the coins, and was retained by the Samaritans, ‘' The process by which the 
archaic Hebrew arrived at the modern square character is to be traced in 
the development, not of the Hebrew, but of the Aramaic alphabet; and the 
reason is that the latter was adopted by the Jews after the Exile along 
with the use of the Aramaic language.”’ 

There are two other directions in which the inscriptions are important : 
they help the historian and they add appreciably to our knowledge of 
ancient Semitic religion in its theory and practice. Historically, the most 
important are the Moabite stone and the Zenjirli inscriptions; the rest are 
only of incidental value, but as very many of them are dated by the reigns 
of kings or by eras of cities they ‘‘ enable us to piece history together.’’ 
The inscriptions cover about 1,100 or 1,200 years (9th century B.C., to 3rd 
— ©.E.), and though they disappoint us in some respects they satisfy 
ere. 

The history which they record is not, as a rule, the history of great events or of 
striking figures in the drama, but the history of every-day life, its Sealine: its honours, 
its religion, its commemoration of the dead. These monuments of ancient civilisation 
have Ne human interest which gives to the study of them an unexpected and refresh- 
ing Zest. 

Lastly, the inscript'ons give many incidental data as to the religious 
jdeas of the Northern Semites, and these at one and the same time serve to 
jllustrate the Hebrew Bible and to emphasise the indescribable superiority 
of the Biblical over all contemporary religions. All the inscriptiors in this 
volume are printed in square Hebrew (there are several fine plates and 
tables giving specimens of the original inscriptions and of the alphabets) ; 
they are all clearly translated and fully annotated. Students, in fact, 
will find their path made easy in a field which hitherto was closed to them, 
unless they could use foreign works. To Jewish students, the North-Semitie 


epigraphy offers many peculiar attractions. It need hardly be said that,

Contrary to expectation there are \ory 
few exhibits of specifically Jewish interest in the collection. The museum 
has always maintained a strictly local character, and its numerous 
exhibits, with very few exceptions, either have been found within the 
limits of the City or relate to civic inst:tutions. In fact there are no 
exhibits, whatsoever, that relate to the Jewish community in London, 
either Pre-Expulsion or Post-Resettlement, and the one item that mich 
be considered of specifically Jewish interest, is the magnicent silver 
Candelabrum bequeathed to the City by Alderman Sir David Salomons. 
Bart., M.P. The inscription on the valuable piece of table farniture is as 
follows :—-** Presented to David Salomons, K3q., one of the Sheriffs of London 
and Middlesex, by various members of the Community of British Jews, in 
testimony of their respect for his character, and as an acknowledgment «' 
his exertions in the general cause of religious liberty, and specially io 
fartherance of their claims to enjoyment of civil rights and privileges, 
September, 1856.’ The figares on the candelabrum represent Britannia over 
throwing Ignorance, and Justice welcoming the firat Jewish Sherif of 
London. Sir David Salomons also presented to the Museum a valuable set 
of pencil drawings by E. W. Cooke, R.A., illustrating old and new Londun 
Bridge. 
Although Jewish exhibits are rare almost to the point of non-existence, 
non-Jewish objects of Hebraic interest are more plentiful. Especia'!y 
noticeable among these are several of the collection of Dutch tiles of the seven- 
teenth century. These tiles measure five inches square in nearly every ¢.*°. 
They are about three eighths of an inch thick composed of a light buff paste 
with white glazed face, the designs being in various shades of blue. Among

After all there isa lot of humanity in man, and the longer | 
live the more convinced I become that men are more kindly and good natured than common 
belief is inclined to credit them with being. You and your people have often shown 


kindness tous. Your letter is but an addition to an already long list of indebtedness 
towards your race.

GERMANY. 


Dr. Theodor Neubirger, formerly President of the Jewish Community 
at Frankfort-on-the-Main, recently celebrated his jabilee as doctor. His 
admirers have commemorated the occasion by creating a Neubiirger Founda- 
tion, towards which 75,000 marks have been subscribed. As a medical man 
and member of the City Council, Dr. Neubiirger is higbly respected in 
Frankfort. 

Dr. Eugen Askenasy, Professor of Botany at the University of Heidel- 
berg, died recently in the Tyrol. He was born, in 1845, at Odessa, and was 
the son of the Russian Imperial Court Councillor, Dr. M. Askenasy. He 
studied in Germany and obtained his diploma in 1872, for a work of con- 
siderable scientific importance :—‘* Contributions to the Criticism of the 
Darwinian Teachings and in ISS! he was appointed |’rofessor Extra- 
ordinary. The interment took place at Frankfort, where the family of the 
deceased reside. Address were delivered at the Jewish Cemetery by Rabbi 
Dr. Plaut, Court Coancillor Professor Biitechli and Professor Mibius. 

Six years ago a little girl of three years disappeared from Arnswalde, in 
Prussia. The Jews were accused of having murdered the child, and very 
roughly handled. A gamekeeper named Janke has now confessed on his 
death-bed that he shot the child by mistake, and, being afraid of punish- 
ment, buried the body by night. The necessary investigations are being 
made by the authorities. 

Commercial Councillor and Bank Director Emanuel Benzinger, one of the 
most esteemed members of the Jewish community at Stuttgart, bas died 
there at the age of sixty-three. The entire Press, without distinction of 
party, printed laudatory biographies of the deceased, special emphasis being 
laid on his unswerving integrity and true humanity. The whole world of 
finance, and representatives of financial and industrial undertakings in all 
parts of the country, public officials, lawyers and doctors attended the 
funeral. 

Our Berlin correspondent writes :—The 70th birthday of Herr Sieskind, 
—partner in the great firm of H. Piaut at Leipzig, was made the 
occasion of a general celebration in his native town of Ballenstedt. Early 
in the !6th century a Sieskind settled there. His descendants have ever 
since been held in highest esteem by their townsmen, but even members 
of the family who have elsewhere founded a home, have traditionally kept 
up a close connection with the place in which their kin has so long held an 
honoured position, and have always chosen Ballenstedt as the scene cf any 
special family rejoicing. That Herr Sieskind has remained true to this 
tradition in the present instance bas been enthusiastically appreciated by 
the inhabitants of Ballenstedt, synagogue, town hall, and private 
houses were flagged and tastefully decorated in his honour. The Dake of 
Anhalt has conferred on him the title of Privy Commercial Councillor. A 
brother of Herr Sieskind is a member of the Jewish Board of Deputies in 


Berlin.

The Executive are certainly to be congratulated on the excell nt 
sanagement of the Institution, although they have not so far solved the 
problem of making both ends meet, and alas, more frequently than they 
ke, have been compelled to be under obligation to their bankers for that 
sefal bat expensive necessity—an over-draft. 

The average total receipts for the past three years is £1,730—certainly 
not a large sum for a prosperous commercia! city sich as M anchester, with 
iis many synagogues, but probably the amount would be more considerable 
it not for the many calls upon the individual members of the community 
both public and private. i 

The loan department, under the chairmanshi; of Mr. Max Hease. isa 
special feature, of the success of which the Board feels not a little proud, 
especially in view of the very creditable statement contained in the last 
report, that as much as £57,525 had been lent to borrowers during the past 
‘\wenty-eight years, and only the small item of {!:)) had been carried to bad 
debt account, Statistics are generally considered dry things, except to the 
particular party from which they emanate, but these fizures certainly speak 
for themselves in glowing terms of the flourishing concern a money-lending 
business (without interest) really is. 

Many of the borrowers, who have by means of the step-ladder of a loan 
gained the summit of their commercial ambition, bave not forgotten the 
ready hand held out to assist them in bygone times. but quite a number of 
these have been anxious to bestow something of their spare wealth upon 
their less fortunate brethren. 


Home for Aged and Needy Jews. 


A comparatively new institution, the Jewish Home for the Aged and 
Needy, which was established in 1898, here demands « few lines detailing 
the excellent and highly creditable work undertaken by its capable Presi- 
dent, Mr. Aubrey Franks, and his Committee. T» be eligille for admission 
into the Home as an inmate, and obtain the privileges of free 
maintenance with clothing, not to mention the best of medical attendance, 
certain requirements are deemed necessary. 

Firstly, one must have attained the age of |) years and have resided at 
least six years in Manchester. Secondly, the condition of the applicants 
must be considered destitute, and their inal)ility to earn money assured ; 
while the fact of having relations able and willing to provide the necessities 
for their existence would be a bar to their admission, unless the special 
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circumstances of the case warrant the Committees making an exception. 


When once they have passed the portals of the Institution, their lot is a 
comfortable one compared with their poverty-stricken wretched existence 
in the past. With the opportunities of living in pleasant comradeship one 
with another, their reasonable wants attended t) by « kindhearted Master 
and Matron, they here find a haven of rest, a sieitered harbour from the 
world’s storms, and here they can end their days in peace, free from want 
and anxiety. 

A house, rent free for one year, placed at the disposal of the Committee 
through the generosity of the Vice-President, was used for the Jewish 
Home for the first few years till a move was subsequently made to the 
larger and more commodious premises in Cheetham Hill Road, Dr, Adler, 
on his recent pastoral visit, inspected the institution, and expressed his 
complete satistaction with the management. |: the visitors’ book he wrote 
‘* Very pleased to visit this Home, which is a «\iet resting-place and peace- 
able habitation for our aged brothers and sisters. 

Although the subscriptions and donations do not at present reach the 
expectations of the Committee, or the requirements co! the Institution, still 
it speaks well for the generosity and charitab!e fee|ings of the poorer classes 
to state that several of them have subscribed from their limited purses from 
one penny per week to enable their more unfortun te brethren to be provided 
for in a well-managed Institution. 


Hebrew Bread, Meat and Coal Society. 

A foster parent of the Jewish Home is the Manchester Hebrew Bread, 
Meat and Coal Society, formed about twenty-one yoars ago. As its name 
implies, it undertakes to distribute among the deserving poor, provisions 
and coal, confining its operations to the winter season. The membership is 
limited to a Committee, each of whom circi|:«s 4 number of coupons 
(entitling the bearer to either bread, meat or coal), among such deserving 
individuals as they may deem proper. An annual benefit performance at 
one of the Manchester theatres is the meins of raising a very sub- 
stantial sum each winter. Among the vendors 0{ tickets for such perform- 
ance are some clever and energetic ladies who! :\« shown remarkable success 
in their efforts to obtain the wherewithal fron their many clients, for who 
can refuse the unanswerable appeals of a eloquent and persevering 
daughter of Eve on behalf of a most deserving institation, gy NE if +04 
fair one persists in her refusal to accept a negstive reply to —s aritable 
request?

The Soup Kitchen. 

The Jewish Soup Kitchen, founded in 1895, supplied a long felt went by 
undertaking to partially feed some of the many Luogry 
poverty-stricken Jews who have made their * homes in t : ; oe 
and Strangeways districts.

held some months ago and well patronised by the community, the Committee 
have gained a sum which will form the nucieus of a building fund for the 


purpose of erecting more commodious and suitable premises to better carry 
on the increasing work of this charity. 


Sick and Burial Benefit Society. 

The above is an old established institution having been founded as far 
back as 1863, and presided over by Mr. Louis Cobe, a veteran communal 
worker. There are about 150 members of the working class at present 
participating in the benefits of the society, who on payment of asmall con- 
tribution of fourpence per week obtain a weekly sum together with medical 
attendance if unfortunately prevented by sickness from attending to their 
daily employment. When death removes them from this earth, their widows 
or children receive the necessary funeral fees together with ‘‘ Shiva’’ 
benefit, and, needless to say, the amount is welcome. 


Burial Board. 


While on the melancholy subject of funerals I must in justice to my subject 
mention the well-organised and successful Burial Board established in 1887 in 
connection with the Old Congregation. This department has undertaken for a 
few pence weekly to insure entirely free interments to the whole of a family, 
the head of which has been a subscriber for at least three months. 
beneficial an arrangement, however, is onlv intended for that indigent 
class of our coreligionists who are unable to .afford the means of 


becoming .seatholders of any congregation. This benefit is naturally 
@ great boon, and is taken advantage of by hundreds who 
justly appreciate the freedom from that anxiety which would 


otherwise possess them, if at the time when death claims their 
nearest and dearest, they have not, unfortunately, the means to provide the 
funeral charges. As such applicants were compelled previously to be the 
recipients of charity funerals, the establishment of so beneficial an Institu- 
tion is calculated to engender a spirit of independence worthy cf being 
fostered. 

In my next article I propose to deal with other sections of the subject, 
including Educational Institutions, Working Men's Club, Shecheta 
Board, etc. 


Manchester News. 


Fublic Zidnist Meeting. 

A public Zionist meeting was held on Saturday evening at the Darby Hall, 
Cheetham, for the purpose of hearing a report on the Congress at Basle from 
the Manchester delegates. Councillor Dreyfus (one of the delegates), who presided, 
sketched the doings of the Congress, and, amid cheers, alluded to the offer made by the 
English Government of land in South Africa. These proposals he considered a diplo- 
matic triumph for the leaders of the movement. Altnough he personally was not at first 
enamoured of the proposals, later consideration led him to vote for their acceptance, at 
all events, in a tentative form. They could rest assured that a definite decision would 
only be arrived at after careful study. Other speeches, to the same effect, were 
delitered by the other delegates: Kabbi Yudelovitch, Mr. Joseph Massel, Mr. I. 
Goodman and Mr. 8. Claff. On the motion of Mr. Kletz, seconded by Mr. J. Jacobs, a 
resolution endorsing the policy adopted at the last Congress, and expresssing conlidence 
in the leaders of the movement, was unanimously adopted. 

During the evening, Mrs. Dreyfus distributed prizes to the students of the Hebrew 
Class established last year by the Zionist Assoqgiation. The Chairman of the Literary 
Committee (Mr. Jerome Jacobs) stated that although the class was as yet small, it 
showed the great possibilities that might be achieved by providing Hebrew education for 
young men. The students had evinced a commendable zeal in their work, and had shown 
a genuine desire to advance. Tne «lasses had been examined by the Kev. I. Simon and 
the Kev. Dr. Berlin, who bad expressed much satisfaction with the progress shown by 
the students. The Council cordially invited youths who had left school to join the 
class to continue their Hebrew studies. The following students were awarded prizes: 
L. Rafalovich and Samuel Rotenberg (bracketed), Wolfe Rotenberg, Reuben Epstein, 
Barnet Dutch, l. H. Rubinstein, J. H. Payman and H. Kubinstein. 

Shechita Board. 

The Shechita Board has this year, as on previous years, provided suitable accom- 
modation for the Jewish poor at free services to be held duriug the high festivals. 
In addition to the Executive, a Sub-Committee has been appointed to carry out the 
arrangements, and consists of Messrs. M.S. Vivante, H. Rebatzky (by special invite- 
tion), N. Robinson, Maurice Goldstone, J. Levy, A. Lewis and M. Simon, Mr. Vivante 
acting as Chairman, for the fourth year. The Southall Street School was applied for, 
but was not available. The Committee of the Jewish Working Men’s Club kindly 
granted the Derby Hall, and the authorities of the Jews’ School have granted some 
rooms at the school for the services. The engagement of Readers and other arrange- 
ments were entrusted to Mr. Kebatzky, who, for the past four years has taken great 
interest in the services. Arra ;gements have also been made for the Rabbis acting under 
the Board to deliver sermons at the Derby Hall and the Jews’ School. Messrs, 8. 
Claff and M. Simons have consented to act as Wardens at the Derby Hall and Mr, A. 
Lewis will be the Warden at the Jews’ School. 


Hebrath Netz Haim. 


The opening meeting of the Hebrath Hetz Haim, a literary offshoot of the 
Manchester Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, took place last Saturday afternoon 
at No. 4, Gloucester Terrace, Cheetham. The Rev. Dr. Berlin delivered the 
inaugural address, and, in view of the approaching high fentivals, based his remarks on 
the passage recited on the Day of Atonement: ‘* Charity, righteouness, prayer and 
good works avert the evil decree.’’ The lecturer ably discussed the various interpre- 
tations by the Rabbis of this passage, and received a cordial vote of thanks. Mr.

Those, 
however, among labour men who are already Zionists, or on the road to it, rub their 
nands in glee at Mr. Finn’s confession of Jewish nationa! is While dissenting from 
his suggestion for the purchase of the Pale in Russia, an idea, the impassibility of which 
is manifestfrom the tone of M. de Plehve’s letter reali to the Congress, they point 
out that events are marching fast, and that Zionism now presents a more realisable 
aspect than heretofore. The time has come when the Jewish proletariat must bow to 
the inevitable. The mighty stream of national aspiration started by such thinkers as, 
among others, Dr. Nordau and the late Bernard Lazare is too strong to be withstood 
any longer. For us Jews, at any rate, they say, internationalism is an empty word 
which has deceived us for years. The efforts of Messrs. finn and Dyche in the Jewish 
labour movement, and their’ continual defence of the Jewi-h workers, prove this up to 
the hilt. No amalgamated Unions will help us. Our people must be restored to 
territory and nationality. Otherwise, they will never be respected and will remain a 
»yeword for all time, : 

A Disappointment. 

The General Jewish Organisation Committee, of which much was expected in the 
vay of organising the scattered workers of the Metropolis, has bitherto rather dis- 
.ppointed the hopes of many in the organised ranks. A‘ the last meeting it was resolved 
'o write to the various societies requesting a more reg))'ar attendance of their delegates.

ick of speeches, and discussion is always rife. But either the discussions are of too 
abstract a character to arouse general interest, or the ‘ ommitiee appears to have no 
collective will-power to assimilate suggestions and carry them into effect. 


Groping in the Dark, , 

Some time ago it was announced in this column ‘)at ©. Sub-Committee had been 
appointed to draw up a plan of action. Mr, Finn, who was one of the Committee, did 
indeed draw up a constitution which, I am informed, em!)/ied some of the suggestions 
to which prominence was given in a previous issue of th ‘/ Chronicle, Priorto this 
constitution being placed before the conference of de!) gates for discussion, another 
gentleman, also one of the Committee, undertowk to revise the original outline, regard- 
less of the question whether it needed revision. Strange to record, this draft constitu- 
tion still remains in the private possession of that genticman, who, as it appears, has 
now ceased to interest himself in the work of the ‘ommittee. Annoyed at tbis 
extraordinary inaction, the delegates decided to proceed with this work at the usual 
weekly meeting. They are; however, still groping in the dark, and have not succeeded in 
formulating a programme as yet. 

Stray Notions and Strange Results. : 

Thus may be accounted for the diminishing interest |» ‘he work of the Committee. 
An indication of the precise object in view and th» means necessary to achieve 
it would have attracted general attention gnd «:! sted sympathy. In the 
absence of knowledge as to its aims the Committee appei:s to live from hand to mouth, 
as it were, on stray notions brought forward by som: ‘vlegates, and invested with 
undue importance, but which lead either to strange resul's or no results at all. To give 
only one instance. A proposal was carried that delega'«s should visit the meetings of 
some societies, and subsequently report on their general : ondition, It happened at the 
Jewish Bakers’ Union that the visitors, mistaking their mission and exceeding their 
authority, assumed the prerogative of examining magis'rs‘es. This was much resented 
by the Union. Other delegates also protested against such 4 michievous proceeding, 
which was silently dropped. 


Never too Late. : 

The need of the hour was to grapple with the difficu!tios attending the organisation 
of the workers ; to impress upon the societies the neces:\ty of providing a fund for 
future purposes ; to appoint one or two organisers, to stimulate the members 
interests in the societies, in makin provision for payment of substantial benefits in 
time of need, by recommending a higher contribution ; to instruct them in the proper 
management of their affairs, and prevent the present chaos resulting from the endless 
flow of words and comparatively few deeds ; to prepare the way for the creation of a 
central large meeting-place, and, finally, to federate all the various Unions. As yet it 
is not too late to adopt some such programme, By wel!-ireoted efforts to carry it out 
ee enhoncement of the status of the Jewish workers of the Metropolis would be
